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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an. 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Trimble had requested a phone interview to discuss prior art 
cited. Final rejection has been issued on the case. Upon discussion with Mr. Trimble it appears that based on how w/w 
percentage is calculated perhaps the beads taught by the cited art may differ from the claimed beads of the invention. 
The difference being the beads taught by prior art may have slightly lower amount of Mannitol in w/w amount than the 
claimed beads. Primary Examiner Strzelecka indicated that this difference in itself will not be sufficient to overcome the 
obviousness type rejection as the difference in range taught is something which one of ordinary skill could arrive at by 
routine optimization. A factor which may help the applicant in this case would be if the Applicant could show something 
special unexpected properties associated with the claimed range of mannitol. 

Mr. Trimble had left a message on Examiner Pande's voice mail inquiring if we would vacate the office action based on 
our discussion earlier in the morning. Examiner Pande checked with the Primary Examiner and has left a message for 
Mr. Trimble that Final Rejection that has been sent will not be vacated. One option for the Applicant at this stage may 
be: to file an RCE with their response.
